thi ir ronms anil compelled to remain there ! 
u n t i l tho fci-tivitieh were OMir or were 
dmen out of tho village entirely and or- 
cld'i'd not to Foiuo back umlor a given 
time, the teacher at Hun Felipe being 
ejected and drhen across tho Rio Grande. 


"Tlio ludliins prolond thut ib would bo 


sacrilege to admit an outsider to a partici- 
pation in them or even to he present as a 
spectator, but- this is only a pretext, an ex- 
cuse to allow them to assert their preroga- 
tive, tho traders at .lemon and Kuni in- 
forming mo that neither of thorn is mo- 
lested when tho dances are going on and 
that they havo both been invited to and 
have witnessed oven tho most secret of 
them.

How came it that a man of low birth, 


of only moderate fortune and of no special 
ability wns ablo to conquer London and 
to hold his conquest so long? Bruniinol 
was not tho niero whim of a few years, 
the comet of a season. He wns an absolute 
king from his first appearance in London 
society in 1709 till the fatal day in 1814 on 
which he-ordered in tho chicken from 
Wntior's for dinner, went -to the opera 
nnd at the door got Into a post chaise, 
drove to Dover and left England for good. 
Wo believe the explanation is to be found 
in tho fact that he had early imbibod the 
spirit if not the words of tbo motto which 
Danton borrowed from Bacon. 
"Bold- 


ness, boldness and ngnin boldness" was 
Brummel's motto. 
Whether in his say- 


ings, his actions or his dress, Brummel 
always did the bold thing. 


Another maxim 
on which Brummol 


acted wns that which recognizes the fact 
that the majority of both men and women 
like to bo trampled on. 
Brtnniuel early 


realized the va'ue of this maxim, and, 
liku Swift and Beau Nash in thoir several 
spheres, ho scornd a great social success by 
its use. 
Society came In crowds to be 


trampled upon and kicked. 
So much, in- 


deed, did they like the process that when 
Brtnnmel left England they ran over to 
Calais to enjoy tho niuoh loved infliction. 
And Bnuunicl had the good sense to give 
them what they wanted. 
The haughty 


debtor in exile was just as rude and just 
as arbitrary as tho sovereign dandy. Thus, 
though wo may despise Brummel nnd 
congratulate ourselves on tho fact that we 
havo done with him as an Institution, we 
cannot deny that the man knew human 
nature profoundly. No doubt he put his 
knowledge to selfish, ignoble nnd paltry 
ends. Still, a person who has the courage 
to seize the wild ass, society, by the mane, 
jump on its back nnd ride it where and 
how he will deserves his meed of wonder
